FARMING UNDER SOCIALISM 


(By John Glambeck) 

In these days when we read so many 
conflicting reports in the daily press 
about eonditions in Russia, about hew 
the terrible Bolshevike are tryaniz- 
ing over the people and trying to 
spread their infamous red propogan- 
da, to other countries it is refresh- 
ing to read a letter published in 
the Canadian farm paper, The Furrow 
from a young American, born in the 
Btate of Washington, but who is now 
working on one of the large Soviet 
farms. The letter runs as follows: 

‘“Jmagine 200,000 hectares (about 
600,000 acres) in one almost square 
tract of land. Of this 170,000 acres 
were plowed last fall and 112,500 
additional acres were seeded with 
winter wheat and rye. 

“On this farm some 300 tractors 
aye in use with 400 more on their 
way from America. Also the other 

arm machinery to do the ‘harvesting 
and seeding, Railroads will be built 
every three kilometers and tele- 
phones to all the fields for the 
tractor units, There are 25 tractors 
to each unit. 

“We have a big tent for a club. 
Radio, moving pictures and other en- 
tertainments are provided for the 
bathroom, kitchen 
provided. 
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nected with an electric station to do 
night repairing. 

“The working day is eight hours. 
Sufficient men are employed for two 
and in rush seasons three shifts per 
clay. Later on we plan to reduce the 
shift after we get the farm in full 
working order. All the workers on 
the farm have housing and every- 
thing else free, including a month’s 
vacation each year with pay. 

“These farms aer the largest int 
the world. Next year 36 of them will 
be operating in European Russia and 
Siberia. They will reduce the cost 
of raising wheat below that of any 
other country. 

“The farm I am working on is 
getting 200 new Ford cars for all the 
foreman, besides other cars and 
motor trucks. All this scarcely seems 
real in a part of the country where 
one could hardly see a single auto- 
mobile twe years ago, but today 
there are hundeds of them = and 
more being made and imported every 
month. 

“The government is operating ¢ 
number of air mail and passenger 
lines. The fare is only one thirc 
higher than on first class trains, anc 
accidents are very rare.”

An Indian grave, discovered by

Tri-motored airplanes are being 
launched in one of the most spec- 
tacular fights in the history of 
aviation, War has been. declared 
by the Canadian Government on the 
spruce bud worm and the airplane 
is to be the principal arm of the 
service.

Explanations and Comments 


With the Permission Of Artaxer- 
xes, Ezra Goes To Jerusalem, 7.6-10. 
-—Ezra was a descendant of Seraiah, 
the chief priest during the reign of 
the last King of Judah, and traced 
his ancestry back to Aaron. He was 


| “a ready s@ribe of the law which tne 


Lord God of Israel had given.” He 
studied the law, and not only copied 
it hut interpreted it. He requested 
permission from King Artaxerxes to 
go to Jerusalem, and this the king 
readily granted.

known at Babylon, Ezra was sent to 
inquire into it (verse 14), to intro- 
duce reforms, and, by authority of 
the Persian king, to enforce the ob- 
servance of the Law by means of 
penalties (verse 26), Artaxerxes not 
only granted Ezra's request, but also 
gave him much gold and silver for) 
the temple, and also a letter in which 
he directed his officers in Judea to do} 
whatever Ezra might ask. “Bltssed
